IN MEMORIAM. 


AH that is mortal of President James 


A. Gariield will bo laid in the tomb to- 
day. The sadness ot the hour will take 
the mind back to the 4th of May, I860, 
when the funeral of Fremclent Lincoln 
took place at Springfield. 
The funeral 


honors paid to that great and good man 
aurpaasod in mngniQconco, as well as iu 
their manifestations of the intensity of 
sorrow, those ever bestowed on any Pres- 
ident, and were not equaled in the funer- 
al poinp of the obsequies of any monarch 
of ancient or modern times. Throughout 
the length and breadth ot the land the 
funeral day was observed, and with a 
solemnity and genuine saduesa of heart 
such as no day of mouuiinp had ever 
witnessed in the history of the world. 
Tho funeral train had passed over sev- 
enteen hundred miles of road, and as the 
solemn procession moved westward the 
scenes of popular grief and of heartfelt 
Borrow and respect were 
manifested. 


Arches, columns, monuments, banners, 
and flags nrraiigod with tnstefnl and lov 
ing care lined the entire route from 
Washington to Springfield, and it was 
heralded on its course by the tolling ot 
bolls and tua echoing of minute-guns. 


A scene very similar to that is the one 


which is witnessed to-day in Ohio. It is 
not this Nation alone that sheds tears 
and pays honors to the dead, but the civ- 
ilized world. The nations that had been 
watching the death-bed for so many long 
and weary weeks, will be present in spirit 
At Cleveland to-day, lake the people of 
our own land, they waited "in strained 
anxiety for each beating pulse of the dy- 
ing President," and now that he is gone 
they share the grief ot the American 
people. Business has been suspended 
throughout the country—North, South, 
East, and West—and the whole people 
join this day in paying iittiug respect to 
lamented dead. 


It has been said that often iu his life- 


time President Qarueld expressed a wish 
that hia body might be buried iu Lake 
View cemetery at Cleveland. 
He had a 


very touching reason for expressing this 
wish. The cemetery lies tipon a high 
wooded ridge in ttio'castern outskirts ot 
the city, over-looking the beautiful wa- 
ters ot Lake Erie. 
"Within sight of the 


highest ground m the cemetery is the 
place whore the farmer boy whom des- 
tiny had marked for groat achievements 
and groat suffering first saw the lake 
while chopping wood to earn money to 
educate himself."

born. Near the same spot still stands 
the little IIOIMO wlveli ho aud his brother 
built with their own bauds; and only 
twenty miles cast, on the same ridge, is 
Mentor, a place ho loved so well aud 
longed to see while on his bod of eighty 
days of unparalleled suffering. 


It is fitting and proper that the beauti- 


ful cemetery near which ho was born, 
should possess the ashes of the illustri- 
ous statesman, but "his fame belongs to 
the Nation." Though liin l>ody bo laid 
in the grave to-Jay, his name will live as 
long as tins Nation endures, aud his 
royal 
deeds, 
his 
miuUy 
charac- 


ter, his sweet and bravo nature, his 111- 
llneuco for good, and his touching and 
grand death-bed example, can not bo 
forgotten. No, Giirfiold, like Lincoln, 
will be immortal. Both wore once poor 
hoya struggling tor broad and thirsting 
for knowledge, and yet they climbed to 
tlio level of kings, and both died mat tyre. 
May the Nation tl-:s day over the open 
grave of Qarfiold, pledge itself to be true 
to h's memory, and may his spirit contin- 
ue to goveru the people.

A FEARFUL TORNADO. 


QUINCY, Sept. 21.—A heavy elouil from 


the west broke over this city this even- 
ing in a huge torrent of rain and a torna- 
do of wind. The greatest damage was 
done on Front>troet. The upper walls ot 
Joel Harris & Son's tobacco factory were 
blown in, burying a large unmbor of em- 
ployes and killing Henry Workhaus. 


Henry Martin, a boy, is dangerously 


hurt. 


Henry Bowou, a leg broken. 
John Cole, dangerously hurt in the 


head. 


Joellurdin, badly braised iu back and 


thigh. 


Wright Harris, slightly hurt. 
The damage to the building is about 
82,000. 


The Castle Mill, just north of the fac- 
tory, suffered the loss oE its stook, and a 
part of the roof, and some damage to the 
west walls. 


George llnff, the second engineer, was 
fatally hurt. 
- The loss on stock and building is about 
$5,000. 


The largo stove-foundry ot Bennett, 


Duffy & Co., suffered next. The mold- 
in g-room was entirely demolished, ami 
great damage done to patterns. George 
Kowluml was instantly killed. Ho leaves 
a wife and three children. 
John Ellorbrecht, 16 years old, was 


mushed, and died on the way home. 
Frank Smith and Alouzo Wilson wore 


both dangerously hurt by falling timbers 
and walls. The damage to this foundry 
is fully $10,000. 


At Comstock & Castle's foundry a largo 


portion of the roof was carried away, and 
smoke-stack blown down, ami a portion 
of the molding room demolished. VV. A. 
Miller had his hip-joint cVslooated and 
was otherwise injured, aud John Stoeck- 
ley 
wasjdangeroualy hurt. The dam- 


ago to the property is estimated at $6,- 


Still farther south on Front street, 


John Potter's bucket-factory was partially 
unroofed nml damage done to the extent 
oE $800. 


The city work-house was also un- 


roofed and some other slight damage 
done. 


The roof was blown off the main 


building of Dick Brothers' brewery, 
but the amount of damage is not esti- 
mated. 


Stewart's largo ice-houso on the bay 


was unroofed, and the roof of the railroad 
round-house is partly gone. 


The rose window of St. Boniface's 
church, Main street, was blown bodily to 
the street. Damage $1,200. 
The Webster school building lost the 
large window in the upper story, and the 
•south wall of the second and third stories 
was blown in. 


St. Francis epUege.tho Frankliu school, 


the Congregational and the First Baptist 
churches, all suffered more or less, but it 
is impossible to estimate tho amount of 
damage. 


Tho telephone system of tho city is an 
entire wreck, not a wire remaining in- 
tact. 


Altogether the storm was the most de- 


structive to life aud property oE any that 
has over visited tlvs city. 


A large number ot business houses, 


clrefly on Front and Fourth streets, were 
injured aud stocks of goods damaged by 
broken roofs. 
Several of the streets are impassable 


from prostrated trees, pieces of roofs, 
signs, and miscellaneous debris.

THE TRAIN-UOBIJERS. 


LITTLE BOOK, Ark., Sept. 21— No addi- 


tional news has boon received from the 
train-robbers. Qov. Churchill returned 
to-night from tho scene ot the robbery, 
and reports a large posse iu pursuit iu 
every direction. 
The Governor feels 


confident that tho robbers will bo cap- 
tured within the next three days. The 
Southern Express Company had no mes 
ecnger on the robbed train, and conse- 
quently suffered no loss. Col. A. L. Gee 
of the Southern Express, however, prom- 
ptly tendered the services of himself and 


company to tho Iron Mountain express 
to assist in tho capture ot tho robbers 
and the recovery o£ the lost treasure. It 
is generally believed tho robbers struck 
southward in the direction of Louisiana 
or Texas. Parties have gone in that di- 
rection in pursuit. Several doctivos from 
St. Louis passed through the city this 
afternoon to take a hand iu tho chase.

One or Tiro Aspects of Slnrrlage. 


In those midsummer days, when tho 


social aspects of American life como 
most plainly into view, marriage ia 
probably. If tho truth were known, tho 
foremost consideration in all classes. 
It is considered, but not talked of. 
It 


is the basis of evcryrnnn's future, good 
or bad. Yet nobody, oddly enough, 
discusses it except tho young people, 
who know nothing of it but by hearsay. 
Thoir contemplations and arguments 
anon it are interminable. 


There are fewer early marriages in 


this country now than in any previous 
generation. One reason for this is that 
women are more self-supporting now, 
and loss likely to marry young and 
without due consideration, for a main- 
tenance. Tho other is that the stylo of 
living in each class is so much more 
costly than it was forty years ago that 
young men will'not venture to marry 
an as small incomes. 
Our fathers 


Drought up families of a dozen boys and 
girls, educated anil started them in life 
on an income which will now barely 
iresa or feed a clerk or medical student. 
But our fathers were not members of 
clubs, and our mothers knew little or 
nothing of high or low art; tho word 
oisthctic will not bo found in any dic- 
tionary of those days—a fact which 
closed several currents of expense that 
drain our incomes now, with or against 
pur will. There were, too, larger fam- 
ilies in those days. 
Now, whether it 


argues that tho social condition was 
healthier then, when the dwellings 
wore poor and bare, tho table was plain, 
and tho heads of the household were 
rich in nothing but sturdy, hard-work- 
ins sons and daughters, than now, 
when the luxurious homes have but few 
tenants, who have more leisure and 
ability to scan aud understand different 
and wider outlooks into life than that 


labor, 
is matter for discussion. 


More can bo said, however, on each 
side of the question than is at first 
sight apparent. 


In ono respect, wo undoubtedly havp 


the advantage over the generation which 
went before us. Marriages mailo after 
tho first Hush of early youth is past are 
less likely to prove at middle ago un- 
congenial. Especially is this truo of 
tho upper grades of men and women. 
Your intellectual plebian, man of the 
mass, tho commonplace, unreasoning, 
coarse-grained husband or wife, is much 
more likely to be a creature of habit 
than the man of finer nerves and higher 
mental calibre. Ho or sho picks out a 
mate by a violent sudden impulse! 1 
cheery lip, a pleasant smile, a bocom- 
in«j dress—presto? 
Tho thing is do- 


ciclod. 
Lovo and marriage are ma- 


terial matters, because they themselves 
uro chiefly matter. This impulse grat- 
ified, other material wants como to tho 
front in their life—food, clothes, tho 
bringing up of children; tfio man and 
woman go to work, precisely from tho 
same physical noods which drives tho 
hawk afield after ho ha? chosen his 
mato and built a nost. Tho hawk does 
not concern himself about an intellec- 
tual spmpathy with his mato; ho docs 
not outgrow her mental limit or foci 
immortal longings of which sho knows 
nothing. Ho feeds her. 
Sho tends 


the young onos, and, barring an occa- 
sional squabble they arc happy. There 
is tho history of eight-tenths of married 
people. 


Thoro ts a smaller class In whoso love 


mental dcvclopcment 
and spiritual 


needs arc of much more momentous 
Import than physical needs and money- 
making. Such mon and women, if they 
marry unwisely, arc apt to grow away 
from, or beyond, each other, and bo- 
ncath tho ever-Increasing gap lies a 
soundless holl of human misery. 
The 


structure of American society opens 
the way to this especial sort of domes- 
tic tragedy. Tho man of force and in- 
tcllocthas every opportunity to rise; 
but ho cannot drag .Ms wife up with 
him. Wo all know the pair. Wo havo 
seen them in orcry condition and class. 
Ho married her twenty years ago, a 
protty delicate young thing, Ignorant 
and iil-brod as himself. Ho has pushed 
his way into a dilforont social level; 
sunned and broadened his life and hab- 
its of thought in tho society of books 
and of mon of culture and refinement; 
she has grown more narrow, more Ig- 
norant, more weak than before in 
drudging in the kitchen and nursery. 
There arc thousands of such cases in 
tho country to-day, and the husband in 
such strait is as much to bo pitied as 
tho wife. God has not joined them to- 
gether. 


Tho .number of marriages among 


very young and immature pooplo is not 
only smaller of late years, but those 
between men and Women considerably 
past their middle ago havo increased. 
Nobody but school-children, to whom 
love is a dream which belongs solely to 
tho giggling ago, now feels inclined 
to laugh at such alliances. 
They are 


often matters of convenience, founded 
on motives of respect, comfort or suita- 
bility, which usually result as happily 
as any action of grave Import, carefully 
weighed and resolved upon by experi- 
enced people, is likely • to do. 
Why 


should not an intelligent, home-loving 
man and woman, loft companionless 
in middle age, form a partnership of 
mutual help and comfort for their old 
age' Often, however they aro shicoro 
love-matches, founded on that real pas- 
sion which grows more profound, if less 
sensitive, \yith tho strengthening of 
other faculties. Another change in tho 
statistics of married life, it wo can call 
thorn so, is that, while regard for tho 
sanctity of the marriage vow Is each 
year less respected In our fast and fash- 
ionable class from Uoston to San Fran- 
cisco, tho respect for it is growing 
stronger in the mass of tho American 
people. The divorces which aro ob- 
tained so cosily in Indiana, and which 
bring on us such contempt from other 
nations, are for tho larger part sought 
by naturalized citizens, not by native 
born Americans. It is a fact, and a 
most significant fact, that tho Mormon 
community is wholly composed of for- 
eigners and tho children of foreigners 
who emigrated as Mormons. 


Whatever may bo our uational sins, 


that of contempt for marriage and do- 
mestic ties docs not belong to tho mass 
of our people.—New York Tribune.

The 
record of his marital adventures is al- 
most ludicrous. * * * In all, this 
venerable scoundrel, verging on sixty, 
a grandfather in years, and with no 
hair on his head to speak of, has mar- 
ried fourteen young women in about 
throe years' time, and never lived with 
any of them but two or throe davs, 
though in that time he has succeeded 
in borrowing money from thoir "sis- 
4ers, cousins and their aunts," and even 
that ordinarily nnimprcssible class, his 
fourteen mothers-in-law. 


Tho arrest of the man, however, dis- 


pels all the illusions, and now tho mor- 
al stands out plainly. 
Tho fourteen 


womeu whom he has recently married 
were all young, good-looking ancl ro • 
spectable, but they were eager and 
willing to marry this old man, though 
he w_as 
a stranger to them, without m- 


quiring who he was, or what ho was do- 
ing, or where ho was going, or what 
wore his family connections, or what 
was his character, merely because ho 
professed to bo rich, and they thought 
thoy wero about to move into a sphuro 
of life where they would sport their 
silks and diamonds, and ride in their 
carriages, and make a sensation in so- 
ciety, and live without work. To all 
appearances thoir friends and advisers 
woro equally indiOeront, 
and only 


looked at his financial pretensions. lie 
was a good catch, and fourteen of them 
caught on, and now have the poor con- 
solation of knowing that they were silly 
gudgeons who were hooked by a vulgar 
swindler, forger and counterfeiter. Tlio 
narrative of Ins career only shows that 
there is a considerable class of women 
in this country, and respectable women, 
too, who are so crazy to live without 
work and to make a splurge that they

without stopping to inquire into his 
antecedents or 'real character. Tho 
ratio in this case of fourteen to ono 
shows that there is a surplus- of this 
silly, reckless class, and that when tho 
ostensibly rich person appears, though 
he may be as old as Methusaleh or ugly 
as Caliban, he has only to solicit matri- 
monial contracts to have them filled 'all 
over the country, without any inquiries 
as to the party of the first part. 
And, 


vice versa, the career of tlio precious 
rascal and the conduct of his dupes in- 
timates that this same class of very 
Hood and very respectable women think 
that they would demean themselves by 
marrying a poor man upon his merits 
Mid running the risk of having to work. 
The amount of unhappiucss, even Under 
the most favorable circumstances, of 
regret anil of bitter compunction that 
the victims of these one-sided :uid ia- 
jndicious marriages have to undergo 
seems to be no bar to others, however. 
Where there is so much temptation ly- 
ing about thoy seem to fancy they are 
derelict if they do not yield to it, and so 
rush blindly in, and where ono suc- 
ceeds in getting her prize' tho others 
pay a bitter penatty for their rashness 
and silly ambition. Merrill's fourteen 
victims ought to be warnings against 
marrying for money, but the silly game 
will go on all the same.—--Chicago Trib- 
une.

A verv simple 


contrivance has been adopted to ex- 
plode the charge at a given timo. A 
Hat disk slowly revolves by tho action 
of the clock-work until a slot in the 
disk comes opposite a lever or handle in 
connection with it. The slot releases 
the lover; tho latter in its turn releases 
a spring, and a small hammer falls up- 
on the detonating cap—after-which the 
deluge.
